BOURBON DRAFTEES FOR CAMP 
TAYL OR MON DAY. 

On next Monday morning, April 
29, at 7:45, thirty-eight young men 
from Bourbon eounty. white and col- 
ored, will assemble at the Tenth 
street passenger station of the Lou- 
isville it Nashville, in this city, 
where they will entrain for Camp 
Zachary Taylor, near Louisville. 
They will be in charge of one of 
their number, who will be designated 
as captain, and will be under his 
command until the camp is reached 
a^nd they enter the .service of the 
United States in the National Army. 

The men will report at the court 
house at four o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, where they will receive their 
final instruction. They will be per- 
mitted to return to their homes or 
to remain at a designated place, ac 
cording to their desires. On Monday 
morning they will form in line in 
front of the court house at 7: IS and 
march to the Ten|h Street passenger 
station of the LoMirille and Nash- 
ville. They will mceive gifts of 
toilet articles, tobSico, cigarettes, 
etc., from the fund raised', hj" the 
people for that purpose. 

Most of them will go gladly, but 
it will be an occasion of sadness to 
those registrants, their friends and 
relatives. In other places than Paris, 
similar occurrences have been made 
the occasion for patriotic demonstra- 
tion. The soldier boys not only have 
been supplied with a variety of use- 
ful little presents, cigars, tobacco 
and cigarettes, but every effort has 
been made to send them away feel- 
ing that thegr are at least some- 
bodies in war tinies,. if they have 
never l»een b^see. They have been 
made to feel that their home people 
are proud of them and glad to know 
that they are deternUned to do their 
duty and serve their eQuntry -faith- 
fully and well. 

Would it not be a good time for 
Paris to throw off its mask of cold- 
ness and at least simulate a regard 
for these boys? Wouldn't it be a 
good idea for everyone who can 
spare the time to go down to the L. 
& N. station Monday morning, take 
the boys by the hand, wish them 
Godspeed, and when the train pulls 
out give them a reusing cheer? It 
will cheer thn drooping spirit of 
many a lad as he sees the old. fa- 
miliar scenes vanish from view, to 
remain so for who knows how long. 
It has been a matter of common re- 
mark that Paris is one of the "cold- 
est" towns in Kentucky. Let's refute 
it Monday morning. Let's shows these 
boys what we are. Let's try it on.

Congress eapactc soon to adopt 
the resolution compelling BMn to 
register for the draft aa tbi&f be- 
came 21 yean of age. 

Since April 1, 1918, twenty-four 
men iHm» nave become 21 years of 
age sinea June 5, 1917, tim day of 
registration, or who will become 21 
before June 5, 1918, have obtained 
marriage licenses in Hamilton Coun- 
ty, Ohio. This is yearly 14 per cent 
of all applicants for marriage licenses 
in the eighteen days of this month 
and is a higher percentage than in the 
18 days first in April, 1917, when ap- 
plicants for marriage licenses were 
unprecedented. The percentage was 
then twelve. 

For 18 days in April, 1918, there 
were 1 7.5 marriage licenses issued. 
Twenty-four were to men who be- 
came 21 since June 5, 1917, er who 
are still under 21. 

For 18 days in April, 1917, there 
were 322 marriage licenses issued, 
mainly to men in draft age of from 
21 to 30 inclusive. Of these 49 were 
to men 21 years of age or who would 
be 21 on June 5, 1917. But there 
were only eight under 21 to apply 
for a marrias:e license in the 18 days 
of April, 1917.
